Washington, Sept. 4.—Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor^ when asked yesterday 
why he did not attend the conventitm 
held in St. Louis, on last Monday and 
Tuesday, said: “In r^»rd to the con­ 
vention held last Monday at St. Lo;uis I 
have been placed in a most peculiar po­ 
sition. The call for the convention con­ 
tained my name as ofncially Indorsing It 
Tills was certainly a mistake In the first 
instance. It was placed there by Mr. 
Ratchford under the impresiAon that 
knowing my intense sympathy with the 
miners in their struggle I would go to 
any lengths In order to help them to 
success; but my name was placed there 
and the official indorsement given to it 
w^ithoul my knowledge or consent. 


“As you see, the call was isaued to 'Or­ 
ganised labor, Its various divlsloni and 
sub-dlvislonsk and to all reform, social, 
educational and scientlflc bodies who 
condemn government by Injunction.' 
Under this call any body of men who 
are opposed to government by Injunction 
would be entitled to a seat In the conven­ 
tion. In other words, persons entirely 
remote from and having no connection 
with labor movement could have been In 
attendance, and by overwhelming num­ 
bers directed the course, mapped out the 
policy and dominated the trade union 
movement.

At 
this time it is deemed advisable for the 
reason that provisions are made in the 
uniformity agreement now pending in 
the Pittsburg district, and which f: i» 
expected will be operative In that dis­ 
trict on and after Jan. 1. 1898, to arbi­ 
trate the question of relativedifterentiai 
between pick and machine minirg, 
which will, we anticipate, do much to­ 
wards furnishing us with more relSible 
data on that question than we possess

Pittsburg, ^ept. 4.—Irwin was filled 
with striiUng miners last night. 
The 
town was wild. Over 2,000 men who are 
contending for 69 cents or nothing lo­ 
cated in a hurriedly fromed camp direct­ 
ly opposite the offices o fthe Penn Gas 
Coal company. Marches to tlie near-by 
working mines have already commenced 
and every effort wil be made to induce 
the miners employed by the Penn Gas 
Coal company and the Westmoreland 
Coal company to quit w'ork. Armed 
guards are patroling the property of the 
coal companies, and Sheriff Zanor, from 
Greensburg. was there last night.

Low Average of 14ablllUea In Fall 
Eutopenn BenMwd for Whenl. 


New York. Sept. 4.—R. G. Dun * Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: Failures 
In August were in number not 17 per 
cent, less than In August, 1896, but In 
amount of liabilities 70.8 per cent, 
smaller. July and August show a lower 
average of liabilities per failure than 
has ever been known in any year. The 
improvement is also well distributed, 
extending to nearly every important 
branch of business. The ratio of de­ 
faulted liabilities to payments at clear­ 
ing houses has been smaller in July and 
August than in any other month since 
early in 1893. 
With an extraordinary 
movement in grain, heavy real estate 
and building transactions, and increased 
business in iron products, the month was 
clearly the busiest August ever known. 
Wheat continued its reaction this week 
until It had fallen 4 cents more, but 
then rose 3 cents with the first revival 
of foreign buying. 


Foreign accounts do not improve, and 
unless much more deceptive than usual 
the demand for American wheat will 
far exceed the quantity which can be 
spared. Continued large exports of corn, 
and buying for export, show still more 
clearly the extent of deficiencies abroad. 
The Improvement In the Iron and steel 
Industry gains momentum an# a fur­ 
ther advance in prices makes 4.5 per 
cent, from the lowest average. Aug. 12. 
The demand Increases for sheets and 
plates, especially for bridge and ship 
building. Southern and western dealers 
have united to advance prices of pig 
25 cents. 
Bessemer at Pittsburg hap 
risen 10 cents, and eastern markets are 
stronger. The demand for cars is press­ 
ing, and work for railways Increases. 
The first Shipment of steel rails from 
this country to Australia was 2,000 tons 
by the Lackawanpa conipany.

Sunday Night Will be a Year Since 
the Grand Opera House 
Burned Oowni 


STORY OF DEATH RECALLED. 


» 


8t. 
Joseph and 
Benton Harbor 
Equally Contributed Lives 
% 
to the Awful Sacrifice. 


On the night of September 5,1896, 
occurred the great opera house Are in 
which twelve brave men lost their lives 
and whioh cast deep sorrow over the 
cities ot St. Joseph and Benton Har* 
bor. Tomorrow night will be the first 
anniversary of that awful calamity. 


It is a year and yet it seems as yes­ 
terday that the burning wall was seen 
to totter and sway and then fall, crush­ 
ing out lives whioh had so much prom­ 
ise of happiness. 
Still fresh in the 
memory are the visible signs of mourn­ 
ing the two cities took on. The busi­ 
ness houses were closed and thousands 
of citisens followed the procession of 
hearses to the cemetery. 


Every physician was employed that 
night in offering his best aid to the 
wounded, men were caring for the dy­ 
ing on every hand, and the undertakers 
were dressing the bodies from which 
life and suffering had passed. 


Freund. Of the private citizens who 
volunteered and ^came victims, St. 
Joseph furuished one and Benton Har­ 
bor three. 


The building burned was the Grand 
opera house block owned by Patrick 
Yore and located on the corner of Ter­ 
ritorial and Sixth itreots. On the fate­ 
ful Saturday night the play *‘A Factory 
Girl” was presented as a benefit to the 
fire department as an appropriate close 
to the firemen’s tournament held here. 
It was during the performance or short­ 
ly after the play tnat the fire caught in 
one of the dressing rooms from a spark 
or match, and an hour after the play­ 
house was closed broke out in flames. 


The spot today shows no sign of its 
scenes of sorrow. The opera house has 
been replaced with a fine three story 
block and on the adjoining property 
Joseph Frick has built a mode^'n busi­ 
ness house. 


. NEW CHICAGO PAPER. 


Although T h e 
Ne w s office was 
wiped out in this fire T h e Ne w s 
printed an extra edition the following 
morning from the office of the St. Jos­ 
eph Journal in which it said: 


Eight bodies have already been 
taken from the ruins and two more lie 
beneath the brick and mortar which is 
rapidly being removed by the searchers 
There may be others but the exact 
number cannot now be learned. All 
but two of the dead men were killed by 
a falling wall, several of them being 
buried between two and three feet of 
scorching brick and mortar. 


'^Disregarding the warning twenty 
brave men rushed into the alley and 
were assisting in the act of getting the 
hose to a sufficient elevation on tbe 
ladders to permit of reaching the ilames. 
A few seconds and the crash came. 
The heavy two-story brick wall, weak­ 
ened by the removal of its interior fast­ 
enings, swayed out and tons of brick 
were hurled many feet upon the heads 
of tbe unlucky firemen. 
*‘A few saw the danger and escaped 
uiiinjured, while their less fortunate 
companions were crushed into shapeless 
masses. The alley where the horror oc 
curred is narrow and the firemen were 
practically liemmed in. Frank Pa^ett, 
of the St. .Joseph di'hting force, took 
refuge behind a telegraph pole and 
was uninjured. Hesaw bis companions 
go down i)eneath the mighty weight of 
brick and iron, but was powerless to 
assist them. 
William Freund, who 
stood ifear him, would have escaped un 
harmed but for a deadly live electric 
wire with which he came in contact 
and was hurled to the ground helpless. 
Around him rained bricks and lire 
brands. George Sneider saw his eon> 
dition and pulled him out from beneath 
the debris. He recovered from the 
sh(X!k and discovered his injuries to be 
slight. 


“The first body to be taken out of the 
rums was that of Frank Woodley. It 
was scarcely recogni'^able. The legs 
were twisted, the arms broken, and the 
face mutilated in a horrible manner. 
ThomasKiddandJ. Hoffman were next 
recovered. They were both dead, the 
latter i)eing crusned out of all human 
form. They were placed by the side of 
Woodley at the fire headquarters. It 
was a gruesome sight. The blood from 
their wounds trickled over the floor 
and where they rested formed in a 
pool. Morbid people gathered about 
the bodies and now and then a specta­ 
tor would lift tbe sheet that shrouded 
their faces to see if tbe features were 
familiar. 
^‘HobertKolfe, another unfortunate 
was carried into Fabry’s drug store. 
Drs. Watson, McLin and Tutton dis­ 
covered a compound fracture of tbe 
thigh and alarming: wounds on the 
head. No hope of his recovery was ex­ 
pressed. 
Lewis Hoffman and Frank 
Seaver were dragged out of the debris 
more dead than alive and taken to Dr 
Bell's ottice. Seaver was injured in­ 
ternally l)esides iiaving several bones 
in his legs broken. Hoifman was in a 
pitiable plight. Ghastly wounds were 
cut in his forehead and other portibns 
of his face. Ed ware Gange of St. Jos- 
epli was literally crushed. He w'as ten­ 
derly cared for in a room in the rear of 
the central station. He died without 
regaining consciousness. Frank Wat­ 
son was dead before bis lx)dy was re­ 
covered. Scott nice and William Mit­ 
ten were found about 3 o’clock. Their 
wpearanee indicated instant death. 
The bodies of Arthur Hill and Walter 
Johnson who are supposed to have per­ 
ished in the ruins have not yet been 
recovered. ”

Where the article referred to is printed 
in but one paper credit is given as 
**Chronicle, page 1, column 3.” 


Interested in the scheme with Mr. 
Murdoch is a Chicago capitalist, and 
their purpose is to make a pa})er which 
will be used by busy men.

had been seen there, but to look up the 
reputation of Orotty, the man who said 
he had met her on Broadway.

The court refused to sustain the 
motion and Captain Schuettler told of 
hlB trip to New Tork and his Investiga­ 
tion of Grotty's reputation. He said the 
state wanted to be prepared to prove he 
was a perjurer If he appeared In the 
caae as a witness for the defense.

Witness said ' Luetgert never used 
caustic soda or potash in the manu­ 
facture of sausagea, and he never knew 
him te use arsenic in the factory. The 
witness described the processes used In 
the bus:ness from the time raw meat ia 
received until the manufacture of the 
aausage is complete. He said that dur­ 
ing the time he was an employe in the 
factory the vats in the basement were 
not used for any purpose.

On cross-examination Mrs. Harris 
said that when shown the rings at the 
East Chicago Avenue Police station, 
after the arrest of Luetgert, she re­ 
membered that the initials of “L. L.” 
were in the wedding ring In German 
script. She said she had never seen a 
large ring with a cameo in it on Mrs. 
Luetgert’s hand. She w'as asked If Mra. 
Luetgert did not wear a large gold ring 
with a chain and heart attached, but 
said she had never seen it. Mrs. Sophie 
Tuohy was another ring witness. She 
identifled the rings, which, she said. Mrs. 
Luetgert had w'orn for years. From her 
own finger she took a small guard ring 
somewhat resembling that found in the 
vat and said she had bought it of a 
jew'oler on Larrabee street, near North 
avenue. 


Mrs. Tuohy said she had a conversa­ 
tion with Luetgert on May 8 regarding 
the disappearance of his wife. He told 
her he had paid $20 to two private de­ 
tectives and had told them there was 
more money for them if they needed 
it. Luetgert said his wife did not have 
much love for her children. 
He also 
said her brother Bicknese was angry 
because the disappearance was not re­ 
ported to the police, but Bicknese did 
wrong in getting angry. Mrs. Alvina 
Stange was the last witness before the 
court adjourned for the noon recess. 
She identified the rings as the previous 
witnesses had. 


Proceedings were cut short in the 
afternoon by an early adjournment, or­ 
dered by the court. Judge Tuthill, ac­ 
companied by Assistant State’s Attor 
ney McEwen, and Judge Vincent (for 
the defense), visited the sausage fac­ 
tory and made an examination of the 
premises. Jurge Tuthiii in adjourning 
court said he desired to see tb^ factory 
and the different points in and^bout it 
involved in the evidence. Personal 
knowledge of the place, he said, would 
enable the coiirt to rule fairly on ques- 
tiont brought up as witnesses give their 
teitlmony.

Denver, Colo., Sept. 4.—The Repub­ 
lican state convention to nominate a 
candidate for Judge of the supreme 
court met in this city yesterday. The 
attendance was small, not much Inter­ 
est being taken in the campaign this 
year. Judge Hayt, a Silver Republican, 
was nominated for supreme Judge on a 
platform indorsing the movement to se­ 
cure the free coinage of silver and de­ 
claring that the Republican party is 
the only one through which it can be 
accomplished. 
The platform declares 
against civil service reform. 


The Silver Republican convention met 
at Qlenwood Springs and nominated 
Hayt 
unanimously. 
The 
platform 
adopted is a strong indorsement of Sen­ 
ator Teller and Representative Shafroth 
and declares for the free coinage of sil­ 
ver without regard to the action of any 
other nation. Judge Hayt was called 
before the convention, and declared his 
adherence to the principles laid down 
by the Silver Republicans. He referred 
to the bolt of Senator Teller and his 
colleagues at St. Louis, which he In­ 
dorsed. He said he voted for Bryan at 
the last election and would do the same 
again if called upon to vote today. He 
made no reference to his nomination by 
the Denver convention. Teller also made 
speech.

The aoldier’a bed variea aotab^ In the 
different European armiea. AocordlBg 
to Dr. Viry, the following are the prin* 
cipal yarieties, in whieh, psrhaps, we 
may see the reflection of national char- 
aeteristiea. In England the bed ia hard. 
The aoldier liea on a thin mattreaa that 
rests on canvas stretched over a frame. 
In Spain the aoldier baa only a straw 
bed, but he is allowed besides thia a pil­ 
low, two sheets, two blankets and a 
covered quilt, sometimes even a coyer 
for the feet It is almost aybaritic. In 
Germany and Austria he has a simple 
straw bed with one or two Covers, 
neither sheet nor mattresa In ftnssia, 
until recently, the soldier slept with 
his clothes on on a camp bed, but now 
ordinary beds begin to be used—the re­ 
sult of contact with more ctyilised 
countries. After this it cannot be doubt­ 
ed that the French soldier's bed is the 
best of all, with its wooden or iron bed­ 
stead, a straw bed, a wool mattress, 
sheets, a brown woolen coverlet and 
an extra quilt for cold weather. Thna 
the bed of the French soldier is the soft­ 
est of all soldiers’ beds, aa that of tíie 
French peasant is acknowledged also to 
be the best of all European oonntriaa.—> 
British Medical Record.
